There is, however, ones way in which the 
postoffice department and department of jus- 
tice can reach many of the quacks who send 
out no literature in the mails but confine 
their publicity operations to newspaper ad- 
vertising. In many cases the victims of these 
advertising quacks are rural residents, who 
carry on a preliminary corretpondence with 
the charlatan in regard to diagnosis and 
treatment. 

This use of the ane resulting from the 
newspaper advertising, it is held, would 
make the faker Hable to prosecution by the 
government. It is along this line also that 
the government will proceed in endeavoring 
to drive medical and other swindlers out of 


business.

The joyful ones were those 
whose names were certified to the eligible list 
tor second, class detective sergeants by the 
civil. service commission. The grief struck 
the unsuccessful candidates. 

Of the 1,800 patrolmen who took the exam 
nation several weeks ago only 519 passed with 
a marking of 70 or over. Francis J. Malone, 
an instructor in shooting at the probationers’ 
schoo! of instruction, heads the list with an 
average marking of 86.36. Michael J. Ryan 
got under the wire at 70 even. 

With the posting of the list the way is now 
clear for the reorganization of the police 
department. Promotions will not be made 
until after a new chief is appointed, which 


“probably will de on Monday night. 


This marks an epoch in the police depar:- 
ment. Plain clothes men—facetiously called 
soft“ clothes men, to designate them from 
detective sergeants—will hold their positions 
no longer through political drag or a 
pull“ with commanding officers. 
term plain clothes man becomes obsolete. 
Henceforth he will be a second grade ser- 
Geant, with a salary of $1,450 a year. Thie is 
3130 more than a first class patrolman's sal- 
ery. : a. a 

‘Result of Merit Inquiry. 

Reorganization of the police department 
was the zesult of an investigation by the 
civil service commission, which begun in 
September, 1911, and ended the following 
March. Several commanding officers and 
others of lower rank were found guilty of 
various charges and were dismissed from the 
department. The commission recommended, 
among other things, that the rank of second 
grade detective sergeant be created. It was 
found by the commission that men with no 
aptitude for detective work were in many 
instances assigned to this branch of the 
service through drag or pull.“ It was 
to end the continuation of this system that 
the commission recommended to Mayor Har- 
rison that men assigned to detective work 
be promoted through an examination test. 

The reorganization ordinance was passed 


at the last meeting of the council in 1912.

At Each Station. 5 

U nderthe new order of things second grade 
detective sergeants will be under charge of a 
first-class detective sergeant at each station 
except at the detective bureau. The first 
deputy superintendent of police will super- 
vise command of this branch of the service. 
As in the past the detective buréau will be 
in command of a captain with full charge. 

At present there are more than 700 police- 
men in plain clothes assigned to detective 
work. Mayor Harrison has said there will 
not be as many sleuths under the reorgan- 
ization as heretofore. Whether he intends 
to promote the entire list of 519 is not known. 

Several who passed the test will prefer to 
remain in their present positions, it is said.

Out of the 1,800 who took the examination 
295, who are now assigned to detective duty, 
passed above the 70 mark. Of this number 
222 were detectives at outlying stations.

Fifteen suc- 
cessful candidates were from the first deputy 
superintendent’s office and three of the men 
assigned to the chief's office also passed.

Came to Him Indirectly. 


SMELLS OF GIGANTIC GRAFT. 


Exposure, if True, Shows Mulcting

Hennessy took the witness stand before 
Chief Magistrate McAdoo this afternoon to 
tell the sources of his information respecting 
campaign contributions which he believes 
were collected in violation of the law and 
fer the benefit of Tammany Hall. 

He made it plain that all of his information 
was obtained through others and that the 
chief parts of it were obtained from persons 
who themselves had received it indirectly. 

Mr, Hennessy imparted information which, 
if his informers told him the truth, is most 
startling. He repeated for the magistrate’s 
record a description of a gigantic scheme of 
giaft which permeates the entire state, a 
carefully systematized method of extraction, 
which, like the income tax, is regulated ac- 
cording to the principle that from him who 
hath shall be taken, brought forward the 
names of his informants, and every man 
mentioned, if he is alive, will be summoned 
to toll what he knows. 


Overrules Objection to Testifying. 

Before he began his testimony Mr. Hen- 
messy declared that he was talking against 
his physician's orders and also in violation 
of what he believed te be a confidence. 

He was instructed to go ahead neverthe- 
less. Mr. Whitman did not ask many ques- 
tions.

He testified first as to a series of conversea- 
tions which he had with Eugene F. Wood, 
during which Mr. Wood outlined to him the 
circumstances of Edward E. McCall's nom- 
ination for the Supreme court bench.

McCabe Source of Information. 
Wood came to tell the story of MoCall's 
nomination as @ result of a meeting at Del- 
monico’s at which Gov. Sulser’s impeach- 
ment was discussed, Hennessy said. 

Wood was not present when McCall took 
money from Plunkitt and Mr. Hennessy’s 
impression is that what Wood knows about 
it he learned from Plunkitt. 

The second part of Mr, Hennessy's testi- 
mony Wes an account of a conversation which 
he had with George McGuire of Syracuse. 
This conversation took place in Utice and 
was for the purpose of providing Hennessy 
with material to make good his assertion 
that he would show Norman E. Mack of Buf- 
tao to be one of the men who collected money 
frem the contracters on the barge canal and 
the state highways.

He is dreaded by those who bear titles or 
heraldic devices to which they have no claim, 
for he is merciless In his denunclatioa of these 
piracies, for which there are no penalties in 
France save those of ridicule and contempt. 
It is known that he has devoted a consid- 
erable amount of his leisure and much care to 


the writing of the memoirs of his times, and 


those who have been permitted to obtain a 
giimpee thereof deciare that they surpass 
those famous reminiscences of the Duc de St. 
Simon. 

It seems that he writes quite ad sarcasti- 
cally and trenchantly as he speaks.

Among the treasures of the chateau is 8 
superb portrait of the great Condé, presented 
to Francois, sixth Duc de la Rochefoucauld. 
who raised at Verteuil a corps of 2,000 gen- 
tiemen and knights of France for his service 
in war. 

Marguerite de Valois spent a considerable 
time at Verteuil, as the guest of Comte Fran- 
cols de la Rochefoucauld, Prince de Marsil- 
lac, who was killed on the sanguinary night 
of St. Barthelemy, and some notion of the 
age of Verteuil may be gathered from the 
fact that it figures in the pages of Frolssart 
as one of the finest, strongest, and oldest ch&- 
teau in Poitou.

The Rochefoucauld family was founded in 
the tenth century by a younger son of the 
Sire de Lusignan. As his Christian name was 
Feucauld and he possessed the castle of La 
Roche in the Gironde, he styled it La Roche- 
Feucauld, from which his descendants have 
taken their name. 

His heir sixteen generations later in the 
male line was a noble of sufficient importance 
to be invited to act as godfather to King 
Francis I. 

The present head of the entire house 
Francois Duc de la Rochefoucauld 16 a 
retired captain of French cavalry, and mar- 
ried to Mies Mattie Mitchell of Portland, 
Ore. Their only child, who bore the title 
of Due de Lianecourt, died at the age of 4 
and the next heir to the chieftainship of the 

family is the duke's brother, Comte Gabriel 
de la Rochefoucauld. 

Their mother, the late duchess, was a wom. 
an of extremely humble birth. a cantiniere 
attached to the brigade of troops in which 
the late duke was serving in Africa in the 
Algerian campeign. She saved his life by 
nursing him when wounded, and his mar- 
riage was in the nature of a colonial ro- 
mance, 

The great-grandfather of the present duke 
and of Comte Aimery de la Rochefoucauld 
took part, as Duc d’Anville, in the American 
war of independence, with the rank of rear 
admiral.

REVENUE FROM SALOON LICENSES 

Chicago, Oct. 80.—[{Hditor of Thé Tribune.) 
Mr. Daniels asks, ““ What is to take the 
place of the revenue from saloon licenses?” 
There probably is no net revenue from saloon 
licenses, but a large loss instead. We are 
preparing an ordinance providing for an offi- 
clal investigation of the expense of the sa- 
loon to the city. If Mr. Danieis and his or- 
ganization are sincere in their opinion that 
there is a large net revenue from saloon 
licenses, will they help to secure the pas- 
sage of the above ordinance? 

Aside from the direct cost of the saloon 
there is a large loss to the city through in- 
efficient administration caused by the liquor 
traffic’s interference in municipal affairs. 
Chicago’s revenue is about $55,000,000 a year. 
A responsible Chicago alderman states that 
an efficient administration would save the 
city much more than the revenue from saloon 
licenses. 

In Boston a nonpartisan committee ap- 

pointed by the bureau of charities found that 
the saloon cost $2 for every dollar received 
in revenue. Cambridge, Mass., at municipal 
expense, put up posters showing the findings 
ot the Boston committee. There are 52.000. 
000,000 spent for drink annually in this coun- 
try for which the people receive nothing of 
value. ; 
C. L. Brokaw, cashier of the Commercial 
National bank, Kansas City, Kas., after six 
years’ experience with prohibition in that 
city, disagrees entirely with Mr. Daniels’ 
point of view. Among other things Mr. Bro- 
kaw says: e city has learned to man- 
age its affairs with promptness and dignity 
without accepting one cent of revenue from 
hell. Our polities are not now run y the 
joints as they were formerly. It has been 
conservatively estimated that this city is 
economically a million dollars a year better 
off by reason of stamping out the saloons.” 
Chicago’s taxes are increasing because of 
rotten saloon politics.

CAPITAIN WILL NOT SERVE 


North Side Councilman Sees 
„Packing“ of Body to Meet 
Mayor’s Views. 


When Chairman Eugene Block of the coun- 
cil committee on local transportation ap- 
pointed a subcommittee yesterday to outline 
an ordinance for subways for the surface 
1 lines, he precipitated a row that probably 
will become serious. 

Instead of naming a subcommittee of five, 


he named himself and six other aldermen 
to handle the matter. Four of them are west 
siders. Mayor Harrison previously had 
branded the two routes recommended by Bion 
J. Arnold for the surface lines a dinky sub- 
way that discriminated against the west 
side. He indicated a decidedly strong pref- 
erence for his comprehensive, independ- 
ent’ system that would cost 6184, 000, 000. 


Capitain Refuses to Serve. 
There was a suspicion that the attitude of 
the mayor and the action of Chairman Block 
were not entirely without connection. 80 
strong was this that as soon as Ald. Henry 
D. Capitain, one of the members of the sub- 
committee, heard the full list of its mem- 
bers he resigned. 
J won't discuss the subject now,“ Cap- 
ain said, but I shall make my position 
plain beyond question when the committee 
meets next Wednesday.“ 
In addition to naming himself and Ald. 
Capitain, Block appointed Ald. Theodore K. 
Long, a south sider, and Ald. J. Edward 
Clancy, W. J. Healy, Charles Twigg, and 
Frank J. Wilson. This gave the west side 
four votes, the south side two with the chair- 
man voting, and the north side only one. 
It also lined up four administration Demo- 
crats against three Republicans. 


Mayor Attacks Arnold Report. 
The Arnold report, recommending a north 
and south tunnel under Clark street from 
Twenty-second street to North avenue and a 
loop subway in the downtown district, using 
the Washington and Van Buren street tun- 
nels as outlets for west side cars, was the 
| result of a council order passed on motion of 
Ald. Capitain. 
As soon as it was made public Mayor Har- 
rison asserted it would benefit the north and 
south sides to the detriment of the west side. 
He said the west side would vote unanimously 
against it on a referendum because the tun- 
nels ‘were not carried for any distance be- 
yond the river. 
Sees Yielding to West Side, 


For this reason it was believed by Ald. 
Capitain and some of his associates that 


the reason for enlarging the subcommittee 
was to give the west side aldermen an op- 
portunity to add to the projected bores sev- 
eral miles of extensions, such as a tunnel 
out Milwaukee avenue, one out Madison 
street, and one out Halsted street, that 
would raise the estimated cost far above the 
$14,500,000 for the two recommended by Mr. 
Arnold. 

In this way the expense would be raised 
above the total of the funds available for 
the work and in a sense put this plan more 
nearly on a par with the comprehensive,

MAMMOTH work, one is almost 
tempted to say exhaustive, so many 
years and so much study and experi- 
ence have gone into its making, is 

CHINA REVOLUTIONIZED "’ 
(Bobbs-Merrill), by John Stuart Thomson. 
it contains the history of that revolution 
which has resulted in the establishment of 
a republic in the oldest monarchy of the 
world. But more than that, or than the 
brief though succinct characterizations of 
the men who are at the head of new China, 
it tells what this new China is, what are the 
impulses struggling for expression, what are 
the changes already established, what will 
be the probable developme t in the future. 

To speak more explicitly, Mr.“ Thomson 
teHs among many other things of commer- 
cial and industrial China, of China's budget 
and finance; of Japan's and France's influ- 
enge in China, of the business methods of 
foreigners, of America in China, of China's 
international politics, of the advent of mod- 
ern educational methods, of the component 
parts of the republic; of the life of foreign- 


ers there, of legal practice and crime, of 


China's army and navy, and of climate, dis- 
ease; and hygiene. ; 

And it is remarkabie that in every case the 
author has not been con to generalize 
upon conditions, but givés ‘exact informa- 
tion. For instance, when speaking of China's 
budget and finance he gives tables of figures 
showing in black and white thé condition of 
affairs, and in the chapter on foreigners in 
business in China he gives a list of the most 
important firme engaged in business in the 
several cities of the new republic. : 

There are, of course, chapters in which gen- 
eralisations are permigsible, as in those which 
epeak of China’s womanhood, the social life 
of foreigners, and others, but even here Mr. 
Thomson has cozroborated his statements 
with examples oranecdotes. Space is found 
at different parts of the exposition for Chi- 
nese proverbs, which most truly indicate the 
trend’ of the national mind. In short, it is 
apparent from the beginning that though Mr. 
Thomson holds a brief, and an enthusiastic 
one, too, for the recently founded Republic 
of Han, he desires above all else to place be- 
fore the American people, professional men, 
business men, and government officials, an 
exact statement of affairs in that part of the 
orient. 

He candidly says that the book bears the 
message of Dr. Sun Yat-Sen, the founder of 
the new republic, to the American people in 
the hope that public opinion will be aroused 
to auch a point that formal recognition of the 
new government will be given by us. When 
a message and plea are couched in such mod- 
erate terms, without recourse to any pyro- 
technics or explosives, one cannst but respect 

The venerable John Burroughs, who has. 
taught us how-to grow old gracefully and 
usefully, has collected another 5 his 
essays, which he appropriately calls THE 
SUMMIT OF THE YEARS” (Hoaghton, 
Mifflin company). His isan enviable situa- 
tion to spend the twilight of his life, the 
summit of the years,” in peace and content- 
ment,. writing his leisurely work and con- 


templating the brief future as he has the 


long past, with the eye of a poet and the 
mind ofa philosopher. - 

Although he is both a poet and a philos- 
ogher, he does not ignore the material things, 
and he lives vividly in the present, as he 


shows in these papers, which are, like all 
‘his work, full of shrewd and kindly obser- 


vations, not only of the birds and animals 
he knows so well, but also of the doings and 
thoughts of his fellowmen. His outlook on 
life is not merely optimistic. It does not ig- 
nore the sorrows of the world, but regards 
the whole prospect with a proper courage, 
which is an inspiration for all who read his 
words.

RANCE TODAY: ITS RELIGIOUS 
ORIENTATION,” by Paul Saba- 
tier, translated by Henry Bryan 
Binne-and published by E, F. Dut- 
ton & Co., isan eager and Vital book 
reviewing the recent history of religious 
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thought in France, dwelling at length upon 


the situation in which Protestantism finds 
itself, and concluding upon the note of mod- 
ernism which is to be heard reverberating 
through contemporary French Catholicism. 

Born a Protestant and maintaining for it 
a deep affection, this critic of ‘thought and 
emotion finds himself withdrawing from the 
proud individualism of the movement and 
turning toward the idea of organization, con- 
tinuity,- and solidarity such as is to be found 
only in the Catholic church. It is not, how- 
ever, with the church in what may be called 
its brooding and complacent moods that he 
finds: satisfaction, but in the new spirit of 
social sympathy and activity—the spirit 
which desires to keep itself in touch with 
the present time and to meet its great needs. 

He writes: Far from being a disguised 
Protestantism, the movement which has 
manifested itself in the heart of Catholicism 
is an effort of the very soul of the church 
to realize its own fruitful energies, newly 
to live its own life, and to become once more 
for civilization that living synthesis wherein 
science, philosophy, and art, every thought 
and every labor, may find their goal; in 
Which it may lose itself, comming!e, unite, 
communicate, and consecrate itself and thus 
prepare new resting. places for humanity.” 

The warmth of an abundant and worship- 
ful man pervades the pages of the book—a 
book which contains no destructive criticism 
and which is written in a serene, brotherly, 
and optimistic spirit. There is no question 
of the conviction of M. Sabatier, who sees 
France — inherently Catholic — finding her 
highest expression in modernism. Scholarly, 
benovelent, wide in scope, at once philosophic 
and religious, the volume is certain to lift 
its readers—whether Catholic or Protestant— 
to a high altitude.

From France, too, comes the contrasting, 
gently insidious philosophy which now claims 
the attention of reflecting and quiescent 
minds—the philosophy of Henri ‘Bergson. 
Edouard Le Roy has undertaken, with the 
warm commendation of Mr. Bergson, to write 
an introduction to it, or rather an explana- 
tion of it, feeling that this house of thought 
into which M. Bergson introduces his read- 

ers is too singular and significant to be en- 
tered without the aid of a guide. 

This book, translated by Vincent Benson 
and published by Henry Holt & Co., bears the 
title. THE NEW PHILOSOPHY OF HEN- 
RI BERGSON.““ The expositor, M. Le Roy, 
has done his utmost to make clear to the 
neophyte the illusive yet illuminating 
thought of this simplifying thinker, who is 
striving to add to the joy of life by empha- 
sizing the beauty of change. Like the chem- 
ist hanging over his retorts and seeing in 
his experiments a beauty as great as in the 
ultimate achievements, so Bergson delights 
as much in the processes of thought and ac- 
ton as he does in its climacteric moments 
and ultimate attainments. What he incul- 
cates.is an increased awareness of life, an 
added perception of its wonder and power, till 
the fact of life justifies itself. The power 
and plentitude with which it is lived may be 
indefinitely increased until there arises an 
overman, not of the Nietzschean order but 
of the Bergsonian order—a man endowed 
with splendid memory, exquisite awareness, 
the profound and eager student of nature 


and of himself, whose reward for living is : 


life itself and the observation of change. 

The dogmatic may be inclined to find in this 
delicate mode of thought a mere intellectual 
game, which the man of reflective habits of 
mind may play by himself—a sort of spir- 
itual solitaire, benefiting none but the player. 
But it ie fortunately impossible for any man 
to live to himself, and none can walk the 
path of goodness and of beauty without in- 
ducing others to follow. The philosophy of 
Henri Bergson means peace for those who 
can grasp and develop it. It has about it a 
quality of universality, because it is founded 
upon pure knowledge. The Hindu, to whom 
life is a path, would see in it the efforts of 
„one who knows to climb the steep way; 
John Bunyan, who understood the labors of 
the pilgrim, would love it with all the ardor of 
his mystical soul, and scientist, philosopher, 
religionist, and poet must each perceive in 
it the elements of beauty and of truth. 

H. H. Powers, president of the bureau of 
university.travel and author of Mornings 
with Masters ot Art,“ has written a volume 
entitled “THE MESSAGE OF GREEK 
ART,” in which he argues for the absolute 
supremacy of pure classicism over all forms 
of spectacular sculpture. (The Macmillan 
company.) The book is not a history of 
Greek art, although the chronological record 
involved is extensive. It is rather a critique 
of the sculpture of those masters of glyntic 
expression and an effort to set before the 
art students of this restless and egotistic age 
the principles which constituted the great- 
ness of the Greeks. 

“At the risk of being taken for an ex 
premist,’’ the author writes, the writer will 
venture the opinion that in essential matters 
the Greek supremacy was absolute as well 
a relative. Greek character was better 
rounded than our own. Greek mental de- 
velopment, though less affluent in detail, had 
a juster balance of faculties than ours. Greek 
perception of subtle harmonſes of relation was 
much keener in many lines than ours. Nor 
can it be admitted, as is so often assumed, 
that Greek development was onesided, sub- 
ordinativg the ethical to the esthetic.” 

Nr. Powers protests against the fanatical 
dovotion to technique, which characterizes 
much of the art instruction of todéy. Hebe- 
lioves that the artist should have the leisure 
for dreams, that he should regard his dreams 
as sacred, that, in brief, art is entitled to her

Van Cleve is a gentle- 
man, of leisurely ways, who knows nothing 
of the word “ strenuous and cares noth- 
ing. Van Cleve is not rough—and he does 
not mix well with the popular novels.

F wheat freshly ground can be obtained and 

Prepared by some one who knows how to 

bake it when it is mixed with water, like 

corn pone or like the flat oat cake, it is the 
best health bread ever prepared. But the or- 
dinary graham flour of commerce, when stirred 
up. in water and baked by a novice, is a bitter 
and unpalatable product, though it be as shiny 
as a mirror on one side and a fair brown on 
the other. 

Graham muffins are usually too heavy, with 
too much crumb and too little crust.. The crust 
is the most digestible part of bread and has the 
most, and most ielightful, flavor. The follow- 
ing little roll, which people always like if they 
bake it properly, has a great deal of crust, and 


fashioned iron roll pan with shallow. divisions. 
The amount of batter would make twelve rolis 
in such a pan, but not more than six if a tin 
muffin pan of ordinary size’ were used. 

The aluminum rolls and muffin pans in some 
cases are as thick as iron, and therefore as ad- 
vantageous as the old iron pans, but not any 
better.

ASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 31.—[Spe- 
cial.|—Further regulations for the 
collection of the income tax at the 
source were made public by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury McAdoo to- 


Tonight’s regulations deal with the deduc- 
at the source of the normal tax of 1 per 
cent from incomes of individuals, other than 
incomes derived from interest upon bonds 
and mortgages, or deeds of trust, or other 
‘similar obligations of corporations, joint 


stock companies, or associations and insur- 
dance companies, under the provisions of se- 


tion 2 of the income tax law. 


Exemptions from Normal Tax. 
The following income is exempt from nor- 
mal tax of 1 per cent, being withheld at 
source: 

Dividends on capital stock or from the 
net earnings of. corporations and like or- 
ganizations that pay the normal tax of 1 
per cent on net income.

CITES ECONOMIC’ REVOLT. 


Tells Hardware Men at Atlantic

Atlantic City, N. J. Oct. 31.—The begin-. 
ning of a new scientific investigation of the 
industrial situation, under the direction of 
President Wilson, which will contribute to the 
administration's trust legislation program 
at the session of congress beginding Dec. 1, 
was announced here tonight by Commissioner 
Jogeyh E. Davies of the bureau of corpora- 

tions in an address before the National Agso-~ 
ciation of Hardware Dealers 

“ Whether a competitive system of large 
Unite, or a monopolistic system is the most 
advantageous to society is the question the 
bureau will attempt to determine,“ Mr. Da- 
vies said. 


Nut for Bureau to Crack. 

‘The commissioner declared that the uiti- 
mate solution of the trust problem depended 
upon the determination of the question his 
bureau is about to investigate. That, he be- 
lieved to be a fundamental behind whether 
the problem might be solved by amendments 
to the Sherman law; by an industrial trade 
commission, or by action looking to ne 
tion by the individual states. 

If the monopolistic system should be found 
to be most efficient there would still remain, 
he said, in spite of that fact a question | 
whether the ‘government, should maintain 
an attitude against monopoly by reason of 
‘other and greater additi evils it induces. 
Receiving arguments for and against mo- 
nopoly, Commissioner Davies declared that 
one of the chief concerns is, which form of 
production, competitive or monopolistic, can 
produce and sell what the public buys most 
cheaply, consistent with a fair standard of 
ving for workers. He sketched the business 
growth’ of the nn and the rise of the cor 
poration. 

Economic Revolution Here. 

“ There has come an economic revolution,“ 
he said. ‘‘ The uno zed many are de- 
manding that law shall ‘protect: their rights 
from the encroachment of the organised few. 
Government or society is concerned with 
these tremendous industrial units on several 


“What effect have these gigantic concen- 
trations had upon the question of representa- 
tive government and its perpetuity? Isthere 
danger of the child becoming greater than 
the parent? What regards must the state 
throw about itself so that powers of govern- 
ment may not be subverted by the greed of 
men and the inherent human scifishness? 
An investigation only recently conducted by 


sidious influences that attack the integrity 
of government itself.“ 

On Regulation of Prices. 
Commissioner Davies reviewed various 


law and epoke particularly of the contention 
that the government should regulate and 
control prices. 

“This problem reaches down to the funda- 
mentals of government itself,“ he said. “In 
its solution there is a call to all upstanding. 
thinking, patriotic men to aid In preserving 
conditions which shall safeguard the liberties 
of men and that there may be an industrial 
freedom founded in this country which shall 
enable our children to be men—not slaves, 
éither to an industrial hierarchy or to a 
governmental despotism.”

Indian reports were 
bullish, and there was more or less anxiety 
in regard to Argentine conditions, although 
the late cables were more reassuring thap 
they have been recently. No frost damage 
is reported, and the outlook is for an average 
crop, according to most of the correspond- 
ents. Offerings of Manitoba wheat were re- 


ported firm. 
World’s Shipments Light. 


The statistics were generally bullish. Light 
world’s shipments are indicated, 8,900,000 bu, 
including 4,108,000 bu, against 6,408,000 bu a 
year ago, and Argentine shipments were 208,- 
000 bu. India shipped 144,090 bu, and 408,000 
bu were exported from Australia. A mod- 
erate decrease is expected in on passage 
Stocks. Last year world's shipments were 


11,504,000 bu. 


Primary receipts were 905.000 bu, and last 
year they were 2,261,000 bu. Northwest re- 
ceipts were 480,000 cars, compared to 1,150 
cars a year ago, and Winnipeg had 958 cars, 
compared to 908 cars last ycar. Winter wheat 
receipts were extremely light, Omaha having 
only 22 cars, against 158 cars a year ago.
